Fidelity Objects 
to Being Classed 
as Manager-Owned 


New York, May 6.—{Special.]-—-The 
Actors’ Fidelity league objects, in a 
statement issued,today, to being called 
a “managers’ organization,” even by 
their rivals, the Actors’ Equity. The 
charge grew out of the makeup of the 
two actor organizations. The Equity 
gathered in the rank and file of the 
profession. The Fidelity was or- 
ganized and liberally financed by 
George M. Cohan, himself a manager. 
The issue at the time was over the 
decision of the Equity to take charter 
with the American Federation of 
Lahor. Acting, said the Fidelity ad- 
herents, is an art and not a trade. 
Starting with a membership of several 
hundred, the Fidelity, through {ts in- 
ability to protect its people because of 
the greater growth of the Equity, has 
shrunk to an estimated membership 
of little more than 100.
